The greater part of the first floor 
of the large brownstone building oc* 
eupied 
by 
the 
local electric power 
plant has been leased by representa­ 
tives of the Regular Army 
as 
a 
commissary depot 
for 
the coming 
camp. 
The large car barn, the office*, and 
all other rooms on the first floor ex­ 
cept the engine and boiler room ac­ 
tually used in the manufacture of 
current have been taken over by the 
men from the (Quartermaster's De­ 
lia rtment here during 
the past few 
days. In this building will Ik* stored 
Mil the fowl and supplies shipped 
in 
from the outside, 
as well as 
those 
purchased locally that are not of a 
highly perishable nature. 
The amount of space available, the 
convenient location with regard 
to 
the railroad, and many other consid­ 
erations made the securing of this 
building highly desirable 
and there 
was no difficulty coming to terms on 
the 
question. 
The 
portion* of the 
building not leased are now controlled 
by 
the 
Gettysburg 
Electric 
Com­ 
pany while the ones leased are still 
in the hands of the Gettysburg Rail­ 
way Company. 
Tho Army officers who closed 
the 
deal for the building could not state 
(he probable length of time for which 
the building would he needed Gut they 
leaded it for the duration of the camp, 
short or long us that may be. 
Major Stanton, 
w’ho arrived here 
Tuesday night, and established the 
(Quartermaster'* 
Department 
head­ 
quarters in the Sullsm ith Building, 
received notice Wednesday afternoon 
to report at once to Washington Be­ 
fore having he *tated that he believed 
the call meant that he would Im* sent 
to France with one of the detachments 
soon to be sent abroad. He was high­ 
ly delighted. Another officer will come 
in a day or two to take his place 
Major Stanton, before leaving Get­ 
tysburg, said that ground on which 
there were no growing crops would in 
ult probability be used for the 
camp 
site. He inspected the ground between 
the High Water Mark and the Em­ 
mitsburg 
Road 
but 
said 
that 
he 
scarcely thought that would be taken 
as it is all in crops. “Just now, when 
producing food supplies is uppermost 
in our minds”, he declared, “ it would 
scarcely Ire consistent to turn such 
land into an encampment site when 
other tracts not so planted are just 
as available and just as good.” 
There 
is 
a 
large section of the 
Trust Ie farm along the Emmitsburg 
Road which is in grass and Major 
Stanton teemed to regard this as 
a 
highly 
favorable 
location 
for 
the 
camp. His successor will likely make 
the final decision. As the first troops 
are due to arrive here on the night 
of June first or the morning of June 
second, there still remains more than 
a week in which to complete prelimi­ 
nary details. 
Sergeant Moore, who is now on the 
ground, states that, while as many 
of the supplies as possible will be pur­ 
chased here, it is altogether probable 
that the most of the food will be 
shipped in by special express trains, 
bringing enough to last for days at a 
time. These would then be unloaded 
at the power house and then conveyed 
by motor trucks to the camp. 
There will be thirty six 
or more 
trucks with the first two regiments to 
Im* brought here. 


The 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
through its farm reporters, is col­ 
lecting figures on 
the 
number 
of 
acres of farm land under cultivation 
this year. This will not be finished for 
a month or more. Reports now on file 
show the acreage planted in wheat, 
rye and potatoes, lait the oats acreage 
will not be 
reported before June I, 
and the report on corn July I. 
The reports now totaled show that 
this year there are I .‘173,11H acres in 
wheat, as compared 
with 
1,333,200 
last year; rye, 262,000 acres in 1017' 
and 205,000 in 1910; potatoes, 291,700 
acres in 1917 and 205,000 in 1910. 
It is estimated that about 25,000 
acres of backyards and lots not usual­ 
ly cultivated are planted this spring 
with vegetable seeds.
